two symbols of baptism, given in the New Testa- 
ment, are planting and burial, neither oneof which 
can be answered, save in immersion for baptism. 
There is little question that baptism was intended 
‘to symbolize the death, burial, and resurrection of 
Jesus, and this it most beautifully and perfectly 
does as an immersion, but in no sense does it in 
either the form of sprinkling or pouring. But we 
wish to illustrate the first assertion of this para- 
graph: Racently the great Brooklyn preacher, T.

ORE legislation in the interest of the farmers 
is the pressing want of the hour, and yet the 
same legislation which aids the Western farmer 
will prove a practical benefit to the consumer and 
laborer of the East.

HE whole heart within us, with its every em» 
tion, is utterly against war, save as a protective 
measure. Arbitration, with concessions to the last 
verge of honor, is the reasonable rule for all nations, 
and will alm >st invariably avert war.

THE PRAYER-MEETING 


I. Consider the importance of the prayer meeting 

1. As ird cating the epiritual ccndition of the 
church. It usually measures the spiritual temper- 
ature of the church as truly a3 the thermometir 
indicates heat or cold ia the physical reslm. A 
well-sustained prayer-meeting is the life of the 
chureb, and is productive of growth and power. 

2. It fits its supporters for personal work. One 
great need is personal work in winning souls, bu’ 
gocd workmen only reach success. Coldness is a 
failure; warmth alone reaches the heart. Constant 
service in the prayer-meeting will warm the heart 
for effectual service outside. 

8. Asafruitgatherer. Fruit is usually gathered 
in the prayer-meeting. If the sermon has made 
any impression, or the Sabbath-echool left an in- 
flue: ca, it usually appears in the social meeting, 
and the work made effectual. 

II. How can a good prayer meeting be sustained f 

1. By properly considering the time of the 
prayer-meeting. The time is supposed to be fix-d 
for the convenience of the people, bat when one 
fixed by the authority of the church, it is no longer 
to be regerded ss time to be appropriated to any 
other purpose, It should be consecrated time, and 
the membership should sacredly regard that time 
as the hour of prayer, and, 39 far as possibla, be 
present at the service. Individual independenca 
often means church destruction. 

2 The piace of the prayer-meeting. It should 
be central, acc»mmodating the people, attractive, 
commandivg respect. A good room, convenient in 
8 2°, properly lighted, warmed, and ventilated, is a 
Means Of grace. Such a place becomes a religious 
home, where the family loves to gather for prsyer. 
E «ry church should 8) provide itself a placa for its 
social services, 

8 The manner of conducting the prayer-meet- 
ing. We all exp’ct there will bo prayer, speaking, 
and singing. Exch part important, too important 
to be entered upon carelessly. Ths Onristian shouid 
carry the spirit of devotion, prayer, and labor with 
him to the place of prayer. Is not tobe asadry 
sponge, to absorb, bat as full, ready to impart to 
others. Tae meeting then will need no human de- 
vice to give it lifa and power. It wiil run itself 
Iaterest will ircrease to its close. Individual re- 
sponsibility will be considered, gifts wiil be em- 
ployed, experieuces related, heart yearnings mani 
fested, unity enjiyed, power increased. In a cer- 
tain sense the prayer meeting should begin b-fore 
we eater the spacial place of prayer. A Cireless 
condition of heart may ciange the whole tenor of 
the meeting. Instead of harmony, discord; instead 
of devotion, controversy; instead of soul yearning 
for one’s salvation, there may be personal thrusts 
born of sin. All suca things irjure. They destroy 
and not build. The meeting should bs free, social, 
cheerful, inspiring, and withal fervent, earnest, 
impressive, with this one motive moving every 
Christisn heart—to bui’d for God,

OONTENDING F. R THE FAITH. 

Principles that do not call forth a vigorous de- 
fense, where important issues are at +take, prin- 
ciples wh‘ch stand immediately cecnvected with 
man’s eternal happiness or woe, especially where 
the salvation of the human soul is involved, tre of 
little value in the estimation of the man who pro- 
fesses to hold them. 

The man who holds his principles in abeyance 
for fear of provoking controversy, occupies doubt- 
fal ground, or is charg2able with disloyalty to what 
he believes to be the truth. Nor does the oft-re- 
peated expression, *‘ L ‘t every man bo fully per- 
suaded in his own mind,’ cover the whole ground 
of Ohristian faith and pricsice. ‘*Oaris'isa char- 
acter has its commencement in Onristian faith.”’ 
But what is Christian character? There must bea 
starting point somewhere, a foundxtion on which 
to build. The tree antedates the fruit which may 
de gathered from its branches. A person must be 
a Coristian befora there can b3 a Coristian charscter, 
Here is where the difficulty arises, in d+ fluing what 
constitutes a person a Christian. D-. Lyman Ab- 
bott is reported as saying, ‘'That to be aC. ristian 
is not to believe something about Carist, but to pos- 
sess Carist’s spirit, end follow his example.’ Speak- 
ing of Robert Esmere, Mr. Abbott s»ys, “The 
philosophy of Robert E smere was not Chri-tiar ; 
his life was.’”?’ Hence we are led to the conclusion 
that a man’s “philosophy,” or thoughts about 
Christ, may be all wrong, while he may be in p a. 
session of a good Coristian character. I can exsily 
understand how a man clad in the cloak of hyp c- 
tisy, or from a naturaily mild and gener us dis- 
position, while sarrounded with religious infil 1ences, 
may be capable of performing acts, or even dreait- 
ing a spirit in closa keeping with the feuitsof a 
Christian life, ar d still nt be a child of God. 

As stated above, “Curistian character has i's 
commencement in a Christian faith, conversion, re- 
generation, or a new spiritual life.’ ‘*Ye must be 
born egain’’ must stand for all time a: d for ail the 
nations of the earth. Nor were the terms empl -yed 
oy Christ in describing this birth mystical or am- 
biguous, but such as men c u'd uaderstand. ‘“Ex- 
cept a man be born of water and of the Spirit, he 
can not enter into the kingdom of Gid’’ If there 
is any contention about these words, who is re- 
sponsible for the contention? Oaly those who put 
forth a labored eff rt to do away with the waiter 
birth, and thus change the conditions of salvation? 
Is it fair, is it manly, is it in keeping with the 
spirit of Coristianity, dves it answer for +r.ument 
to characteriz3 those as “th: bby riders’? who con- 
tend for the observance of the ordinances as insti- 


’ 
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‘tuted and observed by Christ, and as taught and 
enforced by his disciples? 


Must the messenger of Christ, who tries to be 
faithful to his mission in “declaring the whole 


counsel of G.d,’’ be ostracised as a fanatic, or have 
his mouth padlocked with the hackneyed phrase 
“hobby rider?”’ ‘‘To hisown masterhe standeth 
or falleth.”” Ifa man’s life takes its coloring from 
the thoyghts which lie hidden away in his heart, 
there must be a vast difference between those who 
have proper thoughts of Christ’s person and work 
and those who are in error with regard to his true 
nature and character. It does indeed “make a 
grext difference to usin our work and its results 
what we beiieve, ‘for as a man thinketh in his 
heart so is he.’ Our moral and religious life will 
range nd higher than our standard of comparison. 
The stream can rise no higher than the fountain 
from which it flows. If we believe Christ to be 
only human, and he be only our standard, our lives 
will certainly never get above the human; we are 
not apt to outdo our pattern.” 

In a recent number of the HERALD an eminent 
writer, after referring to the Jerusalem Church, the 
wonderful manifestation of divine power on the 
day of Pentecost, and the daily additions to the 
ranks of Jesus, adds, by way of emphasis: ‘‘This 
church was not fenced in with an iron creed, or its 
numbers counted by a table of statistics, or its de- 
crees issued by enumerating votes; it consisted of a 
company of true souls, blended by the spirit of love 
and banded for worship and good works; singly ac- 
cepting Jesus as leader, they came as disciples or 
learners, to study and practice the new Gospel.”’ It 
may not be uninteresting to notice what was de- 
manded by those who would apply for member- 
siip into this church which was “not fenced in 
with an iron creed.” Under a consciousness of 
their great sin they cried ‘‘unto Peter and to the 
rest of the eposties, Men and brethren, what shall 
wedo?” Theanswer: ‘Repent and be baptized 
every one of you in the name of Jesus Christ for 
the remission of sins, and ye shall receive the gift 


of the Holy Ghost.” I presume to say that 


water baptism was not a question of dispute then, 
as itisnow. The people had witnessed the ordi- 
nance administered by John in the river Jordan, 
when Christ honored the rite, and emphasized its 
importance by saying, ‘‘Thus it becometh us to ful- 
fill all righteousness,’ I think I am safe in saying 
that there were no pedobaptists in the Jerusalem 
Church, for we read in the 41st verse of the same 
chspter, **Then they that gladly received his word 
were baptized. And the same day there were 
added unto them about three thousand souls.’’ 
About a year after this large accession, Philip, who 
also belonged to this church that was ‘‘not fenced 
in with an iron creed,’”’ had occasion to go down to 
the city of Samaria, and while there an opportun- 
ity offered and Philip presented the claims of the 
Gospel, the people making a public declaration of 
their faith by an act of obedience. Those that re- 
ceived his message were “‘baptized, both men and 
women.’”? Having sown the good seed in the city 
of Samaria, he pursues his way in the direction of 
G zi. Oa the way meets an important personage, 
who invites him to a seat in his beautiful carriage. 
H: accepts, soon gets into conversation aboat a cer- 
tain prophecy made by Esaias concerning the long- 
looked for Messiah. Pailip ‘“‘began at the same 
Scripture and preached unto him Jesus.’’ Although 
the substance of Pailip’s sermon is not recorded, it 
is quite evident he pressed the claims of baptism 
upon him, end that water baptism was one of the 
conditions of the Gospel. His faith had taken hold 
of Christ and he was willing to follow Christ, even 
down into the liquid grave. They accordingly 
went down into the water, ‘‘boti Pailip and the 
eunuch, and he baptized him.’’ Cornelius and his 
household must be baptized. It was not simply a 
matter of choice, or to be attended to at some con- 
venient season; it required immediate attention. 
Peter therefore commanded them to be baptized. 
Had Peter lived in the nineteenth century he 
doubtless would have been spoken of asa “‘hobby 
rider.’’ Well, bo it so, those are the safest and the 


wisest who keep in memory the sayings of Jesus,. 


and who speak the truth in love, notas men pleasers, 
but as those who must give an account to God for 
their stewardship. 

“He that heareth these sayings of mine, and doeth 












































































them.” ‘Teaching them to observe all things 
whatsoever I bave commanded you.”’ ‘Not every 
one that saith unto me Lord, Lord, shall enter into 
the kingdom of heaven, but he that doeth the will 
of my Father which isin heaven.’’ ‘Ye are my 
friends if ye d» whatsoever I command you.”’ From 
the above quotations it is possible, first, to know 
what God requires at our hands, and that those 
only are wise who discharge their duties in his fear; 
second, that those who are entrusted with the mes- 
sage are responsible for its delivery as they receive 
it; third, that church membership, long prayers, 
or holy ejaculations will not insure an entrance into 
the kingdom of heaven; fourth, thata ready and 
cheerful compliance with all the demands of the 
written Word is the only way of manifesting our 
ioyalty and friendship to Jesus; fifth, that teach- 
ings and doctrines introduced by Carist and set 
forth by his aposties are not only worthy of our in- 
dorsation, but we are under obligations to defend 
them against ali innovations, even though we make 
ourselves liable to the charge of fanaticism, or the 
more objectionable term, ‘hobby riders.’’ 

Jude wrote that Christian men “should earnestly 
contend for the faith once delivered unto the 
saints.”’ Paul declared that ‘‘without controversy 
great is the mystery of godliness.”” Hence we con- 
cluds that it is not wrong or sinful for Christian 
men to discuss theological questions. 

If even error and heresy, where vigorously pre- 
sented and earnestly defended by competent con- 
troversialists, have not been without a measure of 
success, why are we not justified in expecting 
grander results from a faithful presentation and 
manly defense of the truth as set forth by Jesus and 
his apostles?

In point of birth, 
but not by any means in comparison of power, I 
wish to cite a parallelism between the birth of the 
great Transformer and that of the divinely and 
timely sent Reformer. A Scotch divine, whose 
writings have just accidently come before my eyes, 
speaking of tne birth of Christ in the stable at 
Bethlehem, says: - 

“Such was tne manner of the birth of Jesus. I 
never felt the full pathos of the scene till, standing 
one day in aroom of an old inn, in the market- 
town of Eisleben, in central Germany, I was told 
that on that very spot, four centuries sg», amidst 
the noise of a market-day and the bustle of a public- 
house, the wife of the poor: miner, Hans Luther, 
who happ32ned to be there on business, being sur- 
prised like Mary with sudden distress, brought 
forth in sorrow and poverty the child who was to 
become Martin Luther, the hero of the Reforma- 
tion and the maker of modern Earope.”’ 

History abcunds in proofs that to be born ina 
royal palace, or rocked in a silver cradle, is not 
necessary to usefulness, goodness, nor true great-

There is no fact more apparent to the observing 
than that the Papal Church regards America as the 
field for operations by which it will endeavor to re- 
gain some cf its lost power and ancient prestige, 
and in this is seen not only a menace to Protest- 
antism but to American civil and educational in- 
stitutions, which have attained to their present 
effectiveness and prosperity by the aid of that spirit 
of liberty engendered and assured by Protestantism. 
However much the American prelates may assert 
their interest in and loyalty to the institutions of 
this country, the fact remains that they are under 
the domination of a church founded upon a mon- 


archical principle and having its head and center | 


in a foreign land, and entirely without sympathy 
with the ideas of civil and religious liberty which 
obtain in this country. And because populer edu- 
cation is subversive of the pspal tyrannical rule the 
Catholic Church antagon'zes it and seeks only to 
allow such education es is given through the chan- 
nels of that church. The spirit that has been mani- 
fested leads us to believe that had they the power 
the papal authorities would close every common 
school and allow instruction in the rudimentary 
branches to be given cnly in the parcchial schools, 
and could they control the country the institutions 
of higher education could only exist under their 
strict censorship. For proof of this examine the 
statements of Bishop Chatard, Bishop Kane, and 
others, and consider the fact that in the faculty of 
the Catholic University recently opened in the city 
ot Washington not one native American finds a 
place. Those positions are occupied by men from 
other lands, who are thoroughly imbued with that 
spirit which papal Rome rceived from her pagan 


predecessor. 
The aggressiveness and the increasing insolence 


of the Catholic Church in America is further exem- 
plified in their efforts to gain control of the Govern- 
ment’s Indian schools. They would, it seems, turn 
these schools aside from the purpose had in view in 
their establishment and instead make them subserve 
Rome’s purpose. They would make Catholics of 
the In-lians instead of preparing them to become 
citizens. The Catholic clergy and press have even 
willtully misrepresented things in order to gain 


ground in this direction by stating that the chief of |- 


the educational department of the Indian Bureau 
was discharged because he was a Catholic, when 
the truth was he was discharged for incompetency. 
The Catholic Church would have Indian education 
placed in the hands of priests, Jesuits, and nuns, 
and these paid from the Government funds. 

In all these things it is plainly to be seen how 
the Catholic Church is at work trying to overthrow 
the present order of things and establish that which 
would be more to Rome’s liking. 

With all these things staring us in the face and 
menacing our civil and religious liberty, it is time 
for us to rouse ourselves and labor for Protestant 
unity and action. Let the pulpit and the press 
speak out with no uncertain sound; let public opin- 
ion be roused; let the strong men in fighting other 
dangers not forget this one, and for true religion 
and human liberty let us not yield one inch to 
Rome.

WASHINGTON LETTER. 
WASHINGTON, D.C., January 20, 1890. 

The funeral of Walker Blaine on Saturday at- 
tracted the largest and most distinguished crowd of 
spectators that has assembled at any funeral in this 
city for several years. Special religious services 
were held at the residence on Lafayette Place at 
10:30 o’clock, at which were present, in addition to 
intimate friends and the Maine delegation in Con- 
gress, the President and Mra. Harrisen and the 
members of the Cabinet. Ssrvice of prayer was 
conducted by Rsv. Dr. Hamlin, pastor of the 
Church of the Covenant (Presbyterian), where the 
main c2remonies were held. 

Before the cortege reached the church there was 
not even standing room for those ruled out by the 
ropes of smilax from the pews reserved for invited 
spcctators. Oompletely filling the north side of the 
audience-room were Senators, Representatives, 
and other public men. It wasastriking group, 
and included all the prominent men of both 
Houses and of both parties in each. The Senate 
was not in session, and the House had postponed 
meeting until 1 o’clock, in order that those who de- 
sired might attend the church services. In the 
center of the church were seated the members of 
the Diplomatic Corps, the International American 
Conference, and the Venezuelan Claims Oommis- 
8 on, as impassive and grave of exterior as so many 
owls. The members of the Blaine household occu- 
pied seats in front of the pulpit on the right, while 
on the left were seated the President, Mrs. Har- 
rison, the Vice-President, and the Cabinet and their 
wives, and the pall-bearers. 

The pipes of the great organ were buried by tall 
palms and potted fl»wers, as also was the pulpit. 
When the deft flagers of Walter Damrosch swept 
over the keys and there burst forth the sobbing and 
moaniag of the death-bereft, succeeded by the 
strong, harmoniou-, and familiar breathings of hope 
of “‘Ab de with Me,” a hush fell upon the audience 
and tears stood on many cheeks. All noiseof strife 
had ceased beside the dead. The silence was 
broken by the sobs of S-cretary Blaine, as his eyes, 
wandering from the organ, fell upon the black 





casket that not all the heaping up of roses and 
lilies and violets could change or soften t» him. 

The services at the church concluded with the 
Lord’s Prayer and the benediction. In the prayer 
the great majority of those present joined audibly. 
At the cemetery the ceremony wzs brief. The Scc- 
retary and Mrr, Blaine wereat Dr. Hamlin’s side 
and steadfastly watched the pr: ceedic g, until the 
words “‘dust to dust’’ impelled them to turn aside 
rather than witness the last scene of all. 

To every ore who knows Mr. Blaine’s family it 
has alway; been apparent that the father’s favorite 
of all was Walker Blaine. And by every one 
brought in contact with them, Walker Blaine was 
the one son liked. Thcuzh his wonderful progress 
in public life for a man of only thirty-five years of 
age was due largely to his father’s i. fluexce, it is 
probable that under any circumstances Walker 
Blaine would have attained a high position in life. 
He had a legal mind, combined with courage, great 
patienca, and untiring industry. His politen:ss 
was proverbial, and, owing to the many char g¢s of 
the past decade in department life, that exc-llent 
quality is growing unfortunately rare. Callers at 
the State Department, with grievances, would leave 
Walker Blaine with a sense of bei g well treated, 
even if not relieved. People who came after infor- 
mation received it if possible. Ts newspaper men 
he was uniformly courteous.

His lecture was 
a series of court scenes, opexing with the plea of 
Paul before King Agrippa, and wes exceedingly 
interesting throughout. Tne audience listened 
closely for two hours. On the Wednesday night 
preceding, Hon. R G. Horr, of Michigan, graduate 
of Antioch, ex congressman, and distinguished 
lecturer, gave a lecture to a large audience.

é IN MEMORIAM, 

“God’s finger touched him and he slept.” 
Another of the fathers of our ministry has joined 
the ranks of the glorified. Rev. Smith Fithian, 
born in the State ot New Jersey, D-cember 19, 1810, 
died of paralysis at his late home, near Alpha, 
Greene County, Obio, January 17, 1890, aged 
seventy-nine years and twenty-nine dr y3 

While but an infant his parents emigrated to the 
State of Ohio, and settled near Lebanon, in Warren 
County. He was married to Eiizibeth Carter, 
November 10, 1881, to whom were born eight chil- 
dren, three sons and five daughters, four of whom, 
one son and three daughters, survive the death of 
their father. When abcut twenty-eight years old, 
Bro. Fithian made the good con‘ession, and with 
his companion united with the old Bethany Churcb, 
the mother of many ministers. Soon after this act 
he b°gan to preach, and, as Iam informed, was or- 
dained a member of the Miami (Ohio) Christian 
Conference. Later he moved to the S:ate of Illinois, 
where, in the counties of Macon, Piatt, Champaign, 
Veruiilion, and others, he devoted the years of his 
active ministry. 

Of this period of self-denying labor in the Master’s 
cause we have little definite information, but are 
credibly informed that he organized several new 
churches, and was regularly past: r of two or more, 
witnessing the blessing of the Lord on his labors in 
the conversion of many souls. Of this good man’s 
life and labors in the bounds of the Lilinois Central 
Conference, of which he was a member most of his 
ministerial life and to its close, and of which he was 
at one time the presiding cfficer, we shall hope to 
have a more worthy menticn by those who knew 
him personally, and are familiar with facts of his 
active ministry. Pleasant reminiscences might be 
given by Elders Samuel Harshbarger, Shelton 
Rilea, and others with whom he was associated in 
labors of love. 

Losing the companion of his youth, January 14, 
1865, Elder Fithian was again married to Susan 
Varner, of Greene County, Ohio, January 21, 1866, 
with whom he pleasantly lived to the end of his 
earth life, and who now deeply mourns her loss. 

Ten years ago last September, at the request of 
his brother-in law, Mr. John Varner, who was be- 
reaved of his companion, Bro. Fithian and wife re- 
turned to Ohio and made their home with Mr. 
Varner, on his farm near Alpha (Harbine’s), in 
Greene County. During his latter residence in Obio 
Bro. Fithian seldom preached, and then chiefly at 
the Sugar Creek Christian Church. 

The funeral services were held by the writer in 
the German Reformed Church, near to the late 
home of the deceased, and his remains were laid in 
the cemetery adjacent to the church, January 20, 


1890.

The difficulty of the passage is probably found in 
this: ‘‘Thanks be to God that ye were the servants 
of sin;’’ but it must be remembered that is not all 
that it says, and not only is it not all that it says, 
but the new translation does not word it in that 
way. The new translation is as follows: “But 
thanks be to God that whereas ye were servants of 
sin, ye became obedient.’”’ A similar rendering is 
approved by Dr. Adam Clark also; but even though 
it were not so rendered, we could emphasize it in 
such a way as to make the idea plain: “‘But thanks 
be to God that ye WERE the servants of sin.” Lay 
great stress upon the word were, bringing out the 
fact that ye are not now the servants of sin. The 
same as though it were saying, thanks be to God 
that ye were, but are not now the servants of sin; 
that that state of bondage is past, and ye have now 
obeyed with the heart the form of teaching that is 
right. The semi-colon of our English version has 
nothing to justify it in the original.

We have no church at this place (Christian) but 
a Disciple and M. E.; therefore, I bave to go on 
Sunday there, where I am treated as a fellow- 
worker in the church. 

In the preyer service I have heard thisexpression 
frequently made use of: ‘‘Oh, God, we ask thee to 
forgive and pardon our unpardonable sins.””? Can 
there be _ true worship in intelligent beings ask- 
ing such things of the Infinite Being? Andif this 
is asin, what kind is it? ete. 

A WILLING HELPER. 
ANSWER. : 

Of course, an “unpardonable sin’’ can not be 
pardoned. The very phraseology indicates that. 
There czn be little true worship in such prayers, 
Of course, it isan unintelligent prayer, and God 
desires us to worship him in spirit and in truth. 
Truth is important to true worship, as much as de- 
votion. 

Concerning praying for pardon for unpardonable 
sin, read I. John 5: 16: “If any man see his brother 
sinning a sin not unto death, he shall ask, and God 
will give him life for them that sin not unto death. 
There is a sin unto death: not concerning this do I 
say that he should make request.”’ 


Concerning the nature of unpardonable sin, it is 
proper for us to go to the Scriptures, and, if we can 
do sv, to the wording of Jesus himself for light. 
Jesus said, ‘‘Whosoever shall blaspheme against 
the Holy Spirit hath never forgiveness, but is guil 
of an eternal sin.’”’ Jesus uses this language wi 
reference to the charges of the scribes that “he had 
Beelzebub,”’ and that by “‘the princeof the demons 
he cast out demons.” This was attributing the 
work of God and the work of God’s Son and God’s 
spirit to demons. Mark evidently believed the 
cause of Christ’s making his remarks about the un- 

onable sin to be this: “‘ Because they said, He

was the same toall. Five shekels would be about 
three dollars of our money. When we remember 
that this three dollars represented the pay of twenty 
working days, it becomes quite a large sum for one 
with small means to pay. Jesus was to be strictly 
obedic nt to the Jewish law. The law was to be ful- 
filled in him, but he was to observe it in every re- 
spect. There is something singularly impressive in 
this compliance with Jewish custom. There isa 
clear declaration of the humanity of Jesus. It 
brings him very near to us. It does not lessen his 
divine character, but magnifies his human relation. 
I feel Jesus near to me through the realities of his 
incarnation. Everything, from his birth at Bath- 
lehem to his resurrection from Joseph’s tomb, 
shows him to me as one like myself. I feel Jesus 
to be mine, my friend, my brother, by the circum- 
stances of bis life in this world. When Jesus was 
taken into the temple he was met and recognized 
by an aged servant of God. Think of it, a baby 
forty days old! It was an every-day occurrence for 
a babe to be brought into the temple for similar 
purpose. Was there anything in the circumstances 
of this babe that should attract attention? Nothing 
outwardly that would be noticed by those crowd- 
ing the temple. The meeting of Simeon and the 
babe Jesus was not accidental. God arranged for it. 
The character of the man warranted this special 
arrangement of God in his behalf. Simeon was 
waiting for the Messiah. God had made known to 
him that he should realize his greatest desire in a 
personal sight of the Messiah. This was remark- 
able. Why select Simeon for this revelation? 
Chiefly because Simeon selected himself by an 
eminently holy life, long continued. He was in the 
way of God’s purpose, and when one gets in God’s 
way God lays hold upon him to carry out his will. 
There was to be just this revelation of the Messiah. 
Simeon stood in the way as the agent of this revela- 
tion. 

I think in some instances, through some means, 
men get a persuasion that some extraordinary event 
will happen in the boundary of their lives, which 
events do not happen. There are many unreliable 
impressions into which men somehow come. 

I knew a good man who felt convinced, and said 
it freely, that he would not die before the Lord came 
the second time, which of course would preclude 
his death at any time. When he was taken sick, 
which proved to be unto death, he was firm in that 
faith, as if it had been revealed unto him, in a simi- 
lar way to this: revelation to Simeon. He was 
mistaken. He clung to the expectation to within 
five minutes before he passed away. He died with- 
out the fulfillment of the conviction, which was as 
strong as any conviction that ever possessed him. 

Simeon came by the spirit into the temple just as 
Mary and Joseph entered with Jesus. The Holy 
Spirit pointed out the babe, and said to him, Behold 
the Messiah! In an instant the babe was in his 
arms. What a scene! An old man in most 
exuberant joy over a babe he never saw before, and 
sccording to the flesh in no wise related to him. 
He was the happiest of men. He was willing now 
to die. 


into the face of the seemingly unconscious babe, and 
beheld him for whom Israel bad been looking for 
many centuries. His words to Mary were rather 
enigmatical. They confirmed to her that which had 
before been made known, that Jesus her baby Son 
was to be a mighty one in the saving of men. We 
have no such literal sight of Jesus. But do we not 
have spiritual visions of him that more than equal 
it? I think I have had. Multitudes have been 
caught up into the third heaven of spiritual com- 
munion. Is not the joy it brings to the soul most 
exquisite? These visions are possible toall. In the 
rapture of them more than one has feli very near to 
the border-land.

I am sorry that my Indiana brother seeks, in our 
discussion, to prejudice the minds of the HERALD 
readers against me by heading his article, ‘Baptism 
—Campbellism,’’ as though he were discussing with 


a Disciple. 
I think I am as loyal to the Christian Church as 


my Western brother, or any other man. I could, 
only for loyalty to the Church, have a more lucra- 
tive charge than the one I have, or have had for 
twenty-two years. I got my theological training in 
my early life from such men as Elders B. F. Seever, 
J. T. Robinson, Peter McCullough, M. M. Lohr, 
and others who were my predecessors on the Vir- 
ginia work, and have always stuck right with my 
education received under such tutors. They always 
baptized as they went. When the meeting closed, 
generally, all the converts were baptized. They so 
preached that when the people believed the things 
preached in the name of Jesus Christ, they were 
baptized, both men and women. And such is the 
practice, as a rule, under the in fiuence they left. No; 
to baptize is not Campbellism. 

Again, he says that I came out clearly in 
my last that faith, repentance, and immer- 
sion in water are necessary to eternal salva- 
tion. Did I? I did call his attention to the 
commission in Matthew, and asked him to give 
us an analysis of the text, but there it stands 
as firm as the rocks of Gibraltar, untouched by 
way of answering my question as to the diffzrence 
in the force of teaching or baptizing; also, the com- 
mission as given by Mark. When I asked him to 
tell which is paramount in its force, believeth or 
baptized, also on Peter’s teaching on the day of 
Pentecost, ‘‘Repent and be baptized, every one of 
you,” etc., he has been silent. I felt sure he would be, 
as he has respect for his A/ma Mater. He says that 
the baptism in the commission is spirit baptism. 
He surely did not mean that. Who authorized him 
to baptize with the Spirit? Surely the teacher is 
commanded to baptize. Did our dear brother really 
mean that preachers could baptize with the Spirit? 
He thinks that I committed myself to immersion 
by saying that I never went to the river before ] 
had a confession. Bat going to the river, or even 
**down into the water,’’ does not necessarily prove 
immersion, and now, strange to say, I have given 
myself away by going to the river! 

He refers to Romans where Paul speaks of be- 
ing buried in baptism, and calls it spirit baptism. 
My good brother has scholarship against him there. 
I am surely in good company with regard to that 
text. But let us take his construction and see if it 
does not decapitate him. ‘Know ye not that so 
many of us as were baptized into Jesus Christ, were 
baptized into his death? (spirit baptism). But then 
Paul goes further, and says that if we have been 
planted together in the likeness of his death (spirit 
baptism), we shall be also in the likeness of his 
resurrection. Water baptism he will own, surely, 
and he can not escape the conclusion. And he 
knows that Paul lays as much stress on the resur- 
rection, which he says is water baptism, as he does 
on the burial. 

As to his multum in parvo allusion, I am real glad 
he brought thatin. Did he critically examine the 
multum in parvo alluded to? That says the spirit 
baptism saves. Allright. But then it says that he 
is saved most who does most or obeys most. So 
the man that obeys the behest of baptism is saved 
more than the man who contravenes it. Now I give 
a short list of examples—scriptural : 

1. Is it not passing strange that the divine Master 
should begin his public career by conformity to that 
which is not necessary? When John the Baptist 
intimated to the Lord that it was not necessary he 
was taught quite a different lesson, one that I ex- 
pect he never forgot. And then, again, we soon 
hear of Jesus making disciples and having them 
baptized. Jast what he saysin the commission— 
disciple the nations by baptizing. Then we hear of 
&@ people who rejected the counsel of God by not 

~being baptized, while others justified God by being 
baptized. 

ow, to afew precedents of primitive practice. 

On Pentecost, the command, Repent and be bap- 

» very one of you; they that gladly received 

the word were baptized. And when they believed 

Philip’s preaching the things concerning the king- 

dom of God, they were baptized, both men and 


Such was the effect there that whoever 
believed was baptized. ‘Many of the Corinthians 
hearing, believed and were baptized.”’ Again, to 
believe led converts to be baptized. Whose heart 
the Lord opened (converted), and sheattended unto 
the things spoken by Paul and was baptiz°d, she 
and her household. Here Paul must have preached 
baptism. Mark, she attended unto the things that 
were spoken by Paul, and that led her to be bap 
tized. The eunuch said, See, here is water, what 
doth hinder me to be baptiz2d? The answer of the 
preacher: If thou believest with ail thine heart, 
thou mayest. The confession was given and he 
baptized him. Baptism was manifestly preached 
in that sermon. 

‘“‘ Arise and go into Damascus, and it shall pe told 
thee what thou must do.”? And now, Why tarriest 
thou? arise and be baptized. Here again divine 
authority ssems to lay more stress on being baptized 
than my good brother feels like allowing. At the 
house of Cornelius while Peter yet spake they were 
baptiz2d—doubtless by that spirit baptism that 
saves. Yet Peter said, Can any man forbid water 
that these should not be baptiz2d who have re- 
ceived the H: ly Ghost as wellaswe? And hecom- 
manded them to be baptiz>d in the name of the 
Lord. Here, you perceive, the command is to be 
baptized notwithstanding they had been baptized 
by or with spirit. Paul says, “I would not 
have you ignorant, brethren, how that all our 
fathers were baptiz-d unto Moses in the cloud 
and in the sea. A prophet shall the Lord 
raise up to yeu of your brethren like unto me, him 
shall ye hear,’’ etc. If Moses was a typs of Christ, 
and all our fathers were baptized unto him, why, 
then certainly we all should be baptized unto Christ. 
Baptism is certainly a command. Tne divine Mas- 
ter says, ‘‘ Whosoever shall break one of these the 
least of my commands, and shall so teach men, 
shall be least in the kingdom of heaven.’’ Who- 
ever feels to incur this risk can do so. 

Is it not very strange, if baptism is of so little 
importance, that when there was to be a witness 
chosen to take the place of Judas one should be 
chosen that wa3 conversant with things back to the 
baptism of John? 

Almost all churches have baptism in their creeds 
Methodists claim for it an important place; Luth- 
eras call it an holy sacrament; the Baptists urge 
its importance, and even make the mode a test of 
fellowship among them; the Christians South in 
their creed plead for its perpetuation as a church 
ordinance, In fact, all, except perhaps the Quak- 
ers, urge its importance. Presbyterians will bap- 
tiz9 an unconscious babe and maintain that bap- 
tism confers spiritual benefits on it. 

But I rest for authority in the commission—Matt. 
28: 18-20. The divine Master having invaded the 
pale dominions of death, while yet in his grave 
clothes tore the black diadem from the grim mon- 
ster that sought to detain him captive, shivered at 
a blow his skeleton empire, snatched from his hand 
his cruel scepter, and rising and standing a mighty 
conqueror he places bis bruised heel on the pros- 
trate monster that thought t» hold him in his cold 
embrace; then calling around him on Mount Olivet 
his disciples, whom he had before instructed, he de- 
livered unto them the last commission under which 
they were to act—under which all their successors 
were to act until time should cease. Go ye therefore, 
said he to them, and teachall nations, baptizing them 
in the name of the Father, and of the Son, and of 
the Holy Ghost, teaching them to cb:erve all things 
whatsoever I have commanded you; and lo, I am 
with you alway, even unto the end of the world. 
This is my authority, and not to obey it is to con- 
travene the plain command of the Master and dis- 
obey the Gospel of the Son of God.

SYSTEMATIO ORGANIZATION. 

At the recent sessions of the Indiana State Con- 
ference, the Illinois State Conference, and the Ohio 
State Coristian Association the question of uniform 
organization of churches, conferences, etc., was en- 
thusiastically discussed; and in each body a com- 
mittee was appointed with instructions to co-operate 
with kindred bodies in the preparation of a com- 
as scheme of organization for all kinds of church- 
work, . 


As secretary of each of these for their joint work, 
T have collected much material and am nearly ready 
to report so far as the local church is concerned; yet 
really the whole should be so mutually related that 
every part should require every other part for its 
own completion and explanation that I am slow to 
offer any part until I can offer it all. I wish in this 
public manner to ask the suggestions of all brethren 
interested in this very important subject. 

I desire at the earliest date possible copies of the 
forms of organization of the New England Christian 
Convention and of the 8 ,uthern Christian Oonven- 
tion. I mean those “little books” against which 
we once heard an outcry. If the compilers of these 
books will forward the same to me by mai}, I will 
return or pay for them; or if they prefer to donate 
them to the theological library of U. C. College, we 
will be grateful for the gift. 

I desire also the new rules of the Western Indiana 
Conference, of the Southern Ohio Conference (ed- 
pecially its scheme of home miesionary work under 
its executive board), and the rules proposed at the 
Miami (Ohio) Conference at its last session. In 
each case I will return the manuscript to the loaner. 

Let us begin to prepare to get ready to go to the 
next session of the American Christian Convention; 
and let us all go along with the solid West to 
Marion, Indiana. Let us go not to play, but to 
WORK. In the meantime if any one has forgotten 
the Christmas collection especially for the A. 0. C., 
let us pay penance by doubling it now with the 
promise ‘‘never to do so any more,’’ because always 
prompt and generous hereafter. I consider this call 
the first in importance, because it is like food to the 
mother who nourishes all the children. 

I herewith submit a few rules for the use of all 
conferences. As their subject matter is probably 
entirely new to nine-tenths of our people, I will be 
pleased to have them carefully considered by the 
entire brotherhood. 


ORGANIZATION OF A CHURCH, 


Avy minister or lay worker belonging to this 
conference, who may desire to organiz3 a new 
church, should first obtain the sdvice and consent 
of the ¢ ffi :ial board of the conference under whose 
jurisdiction the church would properly come. 

Then after securing the names of persons agreeing 
to become members (of numbers, influence, and 
financial ability sufficient to warrant the hope of 
their permanency as an organ‘zation) and the és- 
sistance of one or more ordained ministers of wisdom 
and experience, he may proceed to organ'z3 the 
candidates into a church of our Lord Jesus Christ, 
after the model given in the New Testament, to as- 
sist them in the selection of proper officers, and to 
train the members and officers in their respective 
duties. 

CONFERENCE MEMBERSHIP. 

The pastor or other officers of a newly organized 
church should cause it to apply for membership, at 
its next regular session, in that Christian conference 
within whose territory it is located. For this pur- 
pose it should send the proper number of delegates 
to represent it, together with the usual statistical 
report and a special letter giving a full history of 
the rise and organization of the church and fully 
describing the geographical location of its place of 
worship. (The distances by the cardinal points of 
the compass from the p!ace of worship to the town- 
ship boundaries, and the distances and direction 
from it by the usually traveled roads to the nearest 
postoffices and railway stations, etc., should be 
stated so carefully that a stranger could easily find 
it without unnecessary inquiry and so that its exact 
position can be determined on an ordinary town- 
ship map.) 

INDEPENDENCY AND DEPENDENCY. 


Each local organization shall be recognized as an 
independent Christian Church, with all the privi- 
leges and powers granted in the New Testament, 
and therefore shall have full control of its internal 
affairs; the choice of its officers, the discipline of its 
members, the planning and executicn of its business,

Set the local church should recognize that it is 
a part of the general brotherhood—the one body of 
the Lord Jesus Chris'—and therefore should seek 
conferential membership, which implies subjection 
in love and good works to the counsel and plans of 
the district, division, and general meetings of the

—In speaking of a man of fifty, one of our cor- 
respondents referred to him, recently, as an old 
man. Asa personal relief we changed the term to 
brother. The man of fifty can not think of him- 
self as an old man, and he dislikes to have others 
speak thus of him. To men of such an age there 
is no old age this side of eighty. 

—Editor Barrett, of the Sun, is doing his best to 
improve his paper, and he is succeeding well. He 
has recently opened a new department—The 
Light House”—into which he is gathering the 
choicest gems he can find. If we ever get into his 
“Light House” we shall feel proud of our company 
and honored by our recognition. 


—Our homiletical page makes a pretty fair 
show. this week. It is the fruit of about twenty 
calls on New England ministers and two months of 
waiting. Now, we would like a sermon-abstract 
of not over one-half column from any minister 
willing to contribute over his own name or nom de 
plume. We will use such as we deem of real value. 
Who will favor us? 

W. Anderson, Norman, Neb., writes 
us that he and other families from Indiana have 
been in their present neighborhood for four years. 
They have been visited, meantime, by two Chris- 
tian ministers, each of whom organized a church, 
one near Norman and one near Eagan (?) They 
also havea young unordained minister in their 
membership. They would like to be visited by 
other brethren, and would be glad to have their 
churches enter conference. Will our brethren that 
way give them attention? 

—It is a mistake for us to overestimate our num- 
bers. We question if the membership of the Chris- 
tian Body excxeds 100,000, North and South. If 
we do not exceed these figures our work is far more 
creditable to us than if we really numbered 150,000 
We had 91 conferences in the Nation and in Can- 
ada by the figures of the general secretary, four 
years ago. We think the conferences will not av- 
erage over 1,000 members each, Secretary S1m- 





merbell reports about 75,000 members. The report 
is not full, but we think it was not over 25 per cent. 
short. We would like to see the proof of a mem- 
bership exceeding 100,000. 

—The question with us as a people is not, Is im- 
mersion the only mode of baptism? but, Is immer- 
sion or any form of baptism our condition of 
Church fellowship? If the last is the fact, then 
have we not ceased to make Ohristian character 
the test of fellowship? Either this is so, or else by 
such interpretation we make Christian character 
impossible without baptism. This is hardly cor- 
rect, for character is not formed by the external act 
but by mental or spiritual operation. By water 
baptism you can not put a man into a moral char- 
acter nor into Christ. Water baptism only illus- 
trates the fact of such induction, and this, to us, it 
does beautifully in the form of immersion. 


—Can a pastor do his full duty without seeking 
to place every necessary means of grace within the 
reach of his people? Andis not our HERALD OF 
GosPEL LIBERTY such a means of grace? Could 
the world spare its religious periodical? Are not 
its weekly visitations means of consolation, eleva- 
tion, and inspiration to the people? Do they not 
greatly aid the pastor in his efforts to enlighten, con- 
sole, and save the people? Is it not best that the 
members of the local church have acquaintance with 
the work of God in the sister churches of the Lord, 
and of the special work being done by his particu- 
lar people? All these considerations are arguments 
for placing the HERALD in the hands of our church- 
members. Pastors, awake! Do your duty in this 
direction. It is for you to say whether the HER- 
ALD shall go into six thousand families or fifteen 
thousand. Let us strike for the latter figure. Will 
you help? Will you pledge your effort to obtain 
five or ten new subscribers? We want the pledges 
of one hundred pastors. Will you be among the 
pledgees? 





THE GATES OF OUR FELLOWSHIP. 


All peoples have their gates of fellowship by 
which they admit men into their churches as mem- 
bers. Some of them are so wide open that they 
seem to be off their hinges, for men of respectability 
or even a common spirit of morality, may enter in 
through them. Beyond the gates we behold a host 
which see a very merciful fatherhood in God and a 
very general brotherhood in man, and yet who 
appear to differ but slightly from the world with- 
out. 

They are a very hopeful people, and feel certain 
that when they get to that other gate, which opens 
by death into immortality, that all will sweep 
through, leaving sin and the taint of it behind, as 
the beggar leaves his coat. For this people, regen- 
eration in life does less for a man than the act of 
death at the end of life. Oonsidering the good 
work death does, it seems half a pity that it should 
be so long deferred, especially in the cases of some 
of the people. . 

Bat we had fixed our eyes on the gates of Church 
fellowship, and we have found one very wide open, 
with moral character and an acceptance of God as 
Father its seeming test. This is too broad for us, 
for while it takes down the barrier between heaven 
and earth, the holy city and the house of shame, it 
also admits of an easy intercommingling of the 
good and bad in life—the Church and the world. 

The gateways of some other communions seem to 
u3 shut and bolted, against even the saints of God. 
There they stand in garments of white, clothed in 
righteousness, filled with the Holy Spirit, rejoicing 
in the promises, delivered from the power of darkness 
and translated into the kingdom of God’s dear Son, 
fit for heaven if death should come now, and their 
names enrolled in the book of life. But they can 
not get through the gates into the fellowship of 
church-membership. 

What is the matter with these saints? Have they 
not confessed the Lord Jesus Christ? Are they not 
born of the Spirit? Have they not washed their 
robes and made them white in the blood of the 
Lamb? Do they-not pray from the heart and with 
an enduement of power from on high? D> they not 
have the sweet assurances of the Holy Ghost, and 
do not the angels embrace them in the arms of a 
living, loving fellowship? Yes, yes, all this is true 
of them, even by consent of the gate-keepers that 


bar them from fellowship. Then what is the matter 
with these saints? 

‘*Why, don’t you see? 1 They are wanting in the 
measure of their belief. They believe some things 
but they don’t believe enough. They are good, of 
course—Christ-regenerated and God-accepted—but 
then they don’t believe enough to suit us—all that 
we think they ought to believe. If they will only 
say they believe what we teach and believe we will 
let them in, even though they think they do not 
understand our teachings. We must have a uni- 
formity of belief here, at least in profession, or 
surely confusion will follow and the saints will 
begin to fight.” 

Bat they believe the Bible to be God’s Word and 
accept all its teachings! ‘‘Yes, but they don’t be- 
lieve in all the teachings of our creed, and therefore 
it would bring confusion into our church to let them 
in.’”? And so this so-called church shuts out from 
its fellowship the saint of God who believes fully 
in God’s Word but can not consent to the creed 
also, which, to his mind, contradicts in some things 
God’s Word, or, if correct in its statement, becomes, 
in a measure, a substitute therefor. And so he 
runs against barred and bolted gates. He confronts 
a church whose fellowship is too narrow to embrace 
him. 

And here is another company of saints, saints un- 
questioned in their spirit and in theirlives. Dying, 
none would doubt their entrance into heaven, but 
as they come to the gates of the church they, too, 
find them bolted. What is the matter with these? 
“There is no objection on the score of belief or life. 
We have seen them bow at the altar, and we have 
witnessed their regeneration. We have heard them 
sing the songs of Zion from the heart, and even 
shout in the Spirit, but they have not been im- 
mersed in water. The gates of our church are 
barred with the bolts of baptism. A man may get 
into the kingdom of heaven through the Spirit, and 
to such a one God opens the gates of love, life, and 
fellowship, but between the kingdom of heaven 
wherein these saints stand and our church there is 
a river, and the gates of our fellowship are hinged 
to rocks within the bottom of it. Our gates will 
open only to him who plunges into the stream.”’ 

The poor Quaker who sees but a Spirit baptism 
for the saints, can only get as far toward such a 
church in his approach as the high-water bank. He 
may look over the walls but may not enter by the 
gates. The pedobaptist may come nearer and stand 
by the water’s edge and lave his brow in thestream, 
but he can get no further; the gates are shut to 
him. Each may have had the baptism of the Holy 
Ghost, but this only brings them to the wall; to 
the barred gates of the church, beyond which they 
may not advance. They have reached the embrac- 
ing arms of Jesus, but may not reach those of his 
disciples beyond the barred gates. 

‘We would open the gates wider, and the Chris- 
tians profess to do so. We would draw no line of 
demarcation between Christian and Church fellow- 
ship. He who has found Jesus should have the fel- 
lowship of the Master’s children. If Jesus puts no 
river of baptism between himself and his disciples, 
the disciples themselves ought not to put any be- 
tween them and their brethren. He who denies 
Church fellowship to the unbaptized saint makes 
more of the church of earth than Jesus makes of 
the kingdom of heaven. 

Baptism by water is not the door into Christ. A 
ceremonial act by the hand of man will not put a 
man into Christ or into the kingdom of heaven. 
The Discip’es are c msistent in withholding Church 
fellowship from a man until his baptism in water, 
because they believe that this is God’s appointed 
ceremony of induction into his Son and thus into 
the kingdom of heaven. Believing this, we would 
be as narrow in our fellowship as they, and would 
deny saintship or the hope of salvation to all the 
unimmersed. 

We talk about the spiritual Church and the visi- 
ble Church. We must be careful and not make 
these two distinct churches. There is but one 
Church, visible and invisible, and our little 
earthly binds of fellowship are simply as- 
semblages of these saints of the spiritual or 
invisib!e Church, which Jesus said he would build. 
We can keep none out of the invisible or spiritua! 
Church who looks with faith and love to Jesus. He 
admits them as members of his Chureh or family

A Ohbristmas in Japan. 

Yesterday was Christmas, and as it was our fist 
in the couutry we naturally took much interest in 
the day. Tne weather was all that could be d- 
sired. The air was as clear as could be, and the sun 
shone warm, so that for four hours during the day 
we had our doors open ani no firesin the house, 
The forenoon ws spent at home. In the after- 
noon the Sibbath-school at Shiba had Christmas 
exercises. 

Tae superintendent is Michakawa San, one of 
our students. Promptly at 2 o’vlock the exarcises 
were opened with singing the hymn, “Hark, ten 
thousand harps and voices,’”’ in Japanese, then 
there was prayer anda S riptare lesson, after which 
there were several speeches snd several hymns. 
Tae exercises lasted one hour and ten mioutes, and 
at the close followed tha distributi »n of gifts. Each 
child connected with the +chool was given some 
thing in the way of a card or small book and » 
package of cikes and an orange. 
had tea and oranges anicake. Every one seemed 
very happy, and the crowd around the door was 
larger than the number inside the house. 

In the evening at 6 »’clock the exercises were held 

at the Iegura meeting pl:c3, and, of cour-e, we #11 
went. The p'ace was nicely arrarged. There were 
two Japanese fl gs over the entrance; seven paper 
anterns were hung from the ci'iig with candies 
lighted in them; a large card, 24:34 eet, on which 
had been puicted in purple and white the motto, 
‘A Merry Christmas,” in Exg ish and Japanese, 
was placed opposite the entrance, and boughs of 
pine were fastened to the ceiling and the gifts were 
attached to these boughs and hung down about 
e ghteen inchrs. Taere were also twodwarf plum 
trees ia bivssom, and a vase fil-d with branches of 
pine, bambon, and mouataia ash, with the red ber- 
ries of the latier. 

The program was a3 follows: Singing by schol; 
prayer by Ichikawa Sin; Scripturs lesson by N-d: 
San; singing by a girl’s class; greeting by two lit- 
tle children; class exercise by four children and 
Ohta San, the superintendent; singing by schoo!; 
recitation by two girls; singing by school; ad 
dress by Neda Sin; remarks by H. J. Rhodes; 
singing by school; remarks by Ichikawa San; re 
marks by Machakawa San; prayer by K.mriva 
Sin; singing the doxology; benediction by D. F. 
Jones. 

The partsof the program were very well rendered, 
and all seemed to enjoy the exercises. At the close 
of the above the presents were distri: uted, +nd this 
was a very happy part of the evening.

nounce your creed.” I con ented to do so, and they 
filled the house to hear “Smith, the carpenter,” preach.
